Within the 
compass if one February forenoon T have 
seen a toy Alpine blizzard, a Céte d'Azur 
burst of sun-shot blue, a dissolution of 
'Seotch mist” in oilskin-defying rain, and 
a sullen meteorological compromise which 
would have caused a Bulgarian peasant to 
swear that “Spring's in the air toray.” 
BUTTERFLY ¢N SHAPE, BUT NOT IN SPIRIT 

Belgium's map, with its four frontiers 
and its forty miles. of coast, forms an 
almost perfectly symmetrical butterfly de- 
sium. Che wing edges the North Sea, the 
other flutters against the central-western 
confimes of Germanv—with the Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg executing a slight 
scallop from the wing's middle to its tip."

PEYCIOUS RADIUM FROM. THE CONGO 

Belgium still holds first place in radium 
production, with a vearly output in the 
neighborhood of 60 grams, Out of Kao- 
tings, Luiewishi, and Shinkulobwe in the 
Congo come the ores—artchhlende, kase- 
lite, torbernite. 

These. rich minerals—vellow, orange. 
black, and gréen in color-—are conmverved in 
sacks by rail from the mines over a thew- 
sand miles i) the coust.

PILGRIMAGE

FP SHREE veurs ago set in the library 
af mv home at Elsteld watching a 
curtain of mist slowly blot out the 


wide lancboape. 

Mv lite seemed to be completely settled 
ina happy groove, 

T thought to myself that I should prob- 
ibly never travel much again, and certainly 
would never enter an airplane or wear 
Lickers, 

The Fates must have beard my seli- 
comimunings, and, with their weal love of 
apriyning surprises upon rakh hom beings, 
they set to work to give me o share m a 
job which would cause me to travel many 


thousands of miles ond spend i consider 


able time on pack borse and in canoes and 
seaplunes. 

The scene chanped from England to Can- 
ada and from Elsteld to Ottawa: pnd then 
last summer I found myself journeying 
through Tweedsmuir Park, one of those vast 
spaces of wild country which the far- “seeing 
Dominion and ite Provinces are reserving 
for the future-use of their citizens.* 


A MOSAIC OF NDBLE LAKES 


Tweedsmuir Park wes established be the 
British Columbia Gqvernment as ot reserve 
in March, 1930. It leo triangular plece of 
land, with its southern apex almost touch- 
ing the Bella Cola River, and with an ores 
Of approximately three und o half million 


acres, or 5,400 square miles (maps, pages 


452 and 454), 

The park i= for the mast part a high 
tableland with an avernge altitude of be- 
tween two wl three thousand feet. Must 
of it is a mosaic of noble lakes—nor mus- 
kees, but limpid sheets of water fed fromm 
the snows of the hills, All the western side 
is the main chain of the Coast Mountains. 

It shows no high summits, nothing more 
than from eight to nine thousand feet, but 
the mountains are mest exquisitely con- 
fevered, and as a plece of upland architer- 
ture iti cumpardble with the most beaut 
ful parts of the Alps. 

Towards the southern apex the muun-

The ranges at western (Canada can pro 
vide many scenes of savage grandeur, but 
Hehe of them, 1 thmk, comparable to 
Tweeismuir Park for grace and beauty, 
There one is conscious of the amenities as 
well as the erimmess of the wilds. 

The park is still almost untouched by 
man, but it has already ita place in history. 
Qnce it wie in the hands of the Coust Tn- 
cians, but two centuries ago they seem to 
have been driven out by the Currier tribes 
af the central plateau. Today the few [n- 
dian encampments are all af Carriers until 
we teach the Cowst tribes at Hella Coola. 


SOME EARLY EXPLORERS 


The great episode in the park's history 
wae oof curse, Sir Alexander Mackenzie's 
journey to the Pacific, of which [shall have 
something toa say later, 

It was more thon eighty veors alter 
Mackenzie before a white man again en- 
tered what is now the park, Then (Charles 
Horetzky, in the summer of 1874, explored 
Dean Channel fromthe sex in his search 
for a route for a transcontinental railway. 

Tweraty years after Horetzky came 
Father A, G,. Morice, a missionary from 
France, who explored the northern side af 
the park and provided the Government 
with the first data to prepare a map.

settled, 
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To my mind, however, the best entrance 
is from the north, For one coming from 
the east the route is by the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways from Edmonton by way of 
Jasper to the station at Burns Lake. From 
there a good motor coud leads to Ootea Lake 
and the beginning of the park. At Qhotes 
Luke all arrangements for guides, horses, 
ard canes tan be mode, | 

For the visitor from the south who aims 
at Hurng Lake, there are two routes ayail- 
able, One is by steamer to Prince Rupert, 
the sea terminus of the Canadian. National 
transcontinental line, antl then by railway 
to Burns Lake, 

This is a magnificent way of approach, 
for the traveler sees the whole superb coast 
line of British Columbia, and from Prince 
Rupert he will journey up the estuary of 
the Skeena, which, to my mind, is une of 
the Tinest fords in the West. 

If he prefers road travel, the rowte is up 

the Fraser River by the famous old Caribou 
Trail to Prince George, and then west to 
Burnt Lake. It is a good, well-engineeretl 
grivel road, and the deep canyon of the 
Fraser is asight well worth seeing. 
_ Some day, no doubt, this will be the great 
Vancouver-Alaska, highway, by which the 
motorist from the United States will be able 
tu travel comfortably through the whole 
length of British Columbia: to the United 
Stutes’ domainin the far north.

ON THE TRAIL OF MACKEREIE 


At the deserted Indian village northeast 
of the Tanya Likes, Muckenzie’s route 
enters from the east, and the traveler by 
lund te Bella Coola follows the trail of 
that intrepid Hebricbean.* 

XK, who a month before had followed 
Mackenzie's trail to the Arctic under much 
inare comfortable conditions than the origi- 

rial journey, was thrilled to fine himself 
again in the tracks of that really ereat ex- 
plover. 

Mackenzie's two. famous journeys were 
hoth remarkable feats; but the second, | 
think, was the vreater, 

The journey to. the Arctic required im- 
mense intellectual courage, for it meant 
facing 2.000 mile of the unknown, But 
he hod an easy river to follow mane! me cliff 
cultles to meet, except that of coercing his 
Indians into the void, 

But the Pacific venture three Vears later 
was another matter, Wisely he relied not 
upon Incians but upon Mexander Mackay, 
his Seottish colleague, und six French-Ca- 
nadian voyageurs, the- toughest breed ob- 
tainable for such a venture. 

He wintered on the Peace River after o 
difficult journey up the canyon, where the 
Stream cuts jis way through the foothills of 
the Rockies. 

In May, 1793, he started for the Pacific, 
being witely inspired to follow, of the twin 
gnurces of the Peace, the Parsnip rather 
than the Finlay River. Harl he chosen 
wrongly and atternpted the F Finlay, he would 
have been Jost in that desperate tangle at 
the sources of the Liord, Fraser, Skeena, and 
Stikeine. | | 

The beak which he wrote on his travels—

The physical diffcultie: of the upper 
reaches ol the Parsiip were wreal, for often 
the current was very strom, too strong for 
paddles and boo deep for poles, and owing 
to the closely forested banks it was im- 
possible to-use the line, For four miles, he 
records in one place, the cane! hach to be 
hauled from branch to branch of the trees. 

He crossed the ultimate divide by a 
chain of little lakes and came down into 
the Fraser Volley on the 18th day of June. 
Somehow he missed the entrance of the 
Nechako, which woul) have given him an 
easier route to the west. He realized tht 
the Fraser was not the river he wanted), but 
he was fortinale enough to find Indians 
who told him of the Blackwater, which took 
him up to the central tableland, 

He had enormous difficulties with the 
few guides he picked up, and, in order te 
prevent their running away, was compeller 
to deep beside them—no pleasant task when 
their beaver-skin robes were alive with ver- 
min and their bodies drenched with ranciel 
fish oll 

In- the Blackwater Valley the party had 
ty hack-pack in heavy rain, sometimes 
doing thirty tmilee a day carrying loads 
weighing close to a hondred pounds. 

Finally he entered the valley of the 
Dean, and, turning south, saw the moun- 
tain which he called “Stupendous,” bevonedl 
the Bella Coola trench (page 456), 

At Friendly Village he knew that be was 
near the coast, for he found the Inelians 
wearing articles of Spanish manufacture. 

He had ne way of knowitg that Captain 
Vancouver's expedition was not far off; he 
missed it by only a week or two, 

A week later he reached the rock which 
was the terminus of his journey (p, 472), 
and inscribed on ft the famiows legend-— 

Alex Mackenzie 
From (Canada 
by Jand 
23d July 1793 

Mackenzie's performance was dine of the 
wutstanding feats in the history of explora- 
thon. 
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The Spaniards in the early sixteenth 
century had crossed the North American 
Continent in the narrower south, tut Muae- 
kenaie wae the first European who traveled 
over the broadest part from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. . 

In November, E805, Lewis and Clark 
reached the mouth of the Columbia and 
looked! at the Pacific, but Mackenzie had 
made amore difficult journey in far shorter 
lime twelve vears lefore them. 


WHAT TO DO UPON EXCOUNTIERING A 
GULLY 


At Bella Coola, strictly speaking, we hid 
left the reserve, but it will always be the 
southern entrance to Tweed¢muir Park. 

Tt is very like a Nomwegian valley, and 
many of the settlers are Norwegians who 
came from Norway by way of the United 
Sa les, 

We drove up the Bella Coola River forty 
miles to Stuie Lodge, where we had the 
pleasure of meeting Mr. and Mrs, Den 
Munday, who were the first to explore 
Mout Waddington, 

The whole valley is (ull of grizelies, and 
much of the talk was about those unpleas- 
ing aninwils. Apparently, when you meet 
u grizzly the wise thing to du is to stand 
still, or at the worst to climb a tree. (Tt 
is well to remember, however, that while 
urizzties cannot climb except as cubs, other 
bears car.) 

It must take some fortitude to stand still 
iid stare a grizzly out of countenance, bul 
i vou can do it be usually turns round and 
walks away. 

SALMON COME TO SPAWN AND Bir 

At Stuie Lodge we met the Prime Min- 
ister of British Columbia and the Federal 
Minister af Defence. 

We watched the salmon that had come 
Up from the sea to spawn and die, movin 
like dirk shadows in the clear water below 
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the yreat peaks, Alustair caught a salmon 
of twenty-six pounds, with a head like a 
fish in a pantomime, which I believe is the 
only one ever taken by a rod from that 
river. 

Presently we said good-bye to Stuie Lodge 
and drove down the valley, where XN. har 
to lay a wreath on 4 war memorial avd 
uttend celebration by the Bella Coole 
Tndions. 

We crossed the river in a dugout canve, 
which threatened to tip over at amy moment, 
* was then made a chief under the title 
of “The Man from Above Who Has Come 
to Help Us," and the Indians danced the 
Thunderbird Dance, which they had danced 
for Alexander Mackenzie almost 150 years 
before. 

It is the old story of Prometheus, tut, 
though the masks were impressive, the spirit 
had gine out of it, It is not easy in these 
days for Indians to be traditional 

Qur expedition was now at an end, A 
comfortable steamer took us to Prince Rue 
pert, anc tive days in the train took yx hack 
to Ottawin,

For months they had been grazing on 
the ingh hill pastures. Now that summer 
was merging into putumn, with heavy snows 
soon to follow, they were being brought 
hack dewn to their winter quarters ( (olor 
Plates XU and XV). 

As- tokens of gratitude that no harm had 
befallen the herd during its long sojourn 
in the mountings, the lead cows were gauelily 
decorated, for the policemanlike guard af 
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these intelligent beasts is largely responsible 
for the fact that nent of the other onimals 
hat strayed. Sometimes they even use 
poem if need be, to enyphasize their leader- 
ship 

In the pastures the deep tones of their 
foot-long bells can always be heard in the 
midst of the lighter tinkling of the smaller 
hells worn by the others, 

matherders also make a festive occasion 
put of their return to the villages, Some 
gairland the goats, but others deck with 
streamers and flowers the small carts that 
are mised in hauling the milk and cheese. 
To the men and boys who have spent 
months in the solitude of the high pastures, 
the homecoming must be @ particularly 
happy event. 

Of necessity, dairying. and stock raising 
are major industries in this Alpine land. 
Less than six per cent of the area of Tyrol 
3 arable: in Vorarlberg it is still smaller. 
Forests, however, cover considerable areas 
on the lower slopes of the mountains, and 
timbering ts an added economic asset, 

To mountain climbers and skiing enthust- 
asts this is a happy vacativn Iomd. Kitz- 
buhel, in northeast Tyrol, is a favored 
suitinmer resort and one of Austria's chief 
centers. for winter sports, We passed 
throweh the town im that seasonal lull be- 
tween warm-weather hiking and skis.
